He must, furtherniioro 
Kive a fair amount of time to the 
study of efficiency in the work of 
actual excavation and In tlie methods 
oi' recording his obsert'atlons, , .

",^t Hamaria, the Harvard expedi- 
tion increased the output of earth re- 
jnovod each day 100 per cent by re- 
: duciiig. the :»l2e of the baslcels by 
one lialf. and tncreaMlng the wages 
15 per cent. Other Increases In the 
amount of work accomplished were 
ciffcctcd by drawing the railroad line 
Into Ih»* immediate proximity of the 
cxc'Lvatlons and by adjusting exact- 
ly titc number of carriers to the num-.

All the gold ornaments 
find leweis had been stolen] The only 
explanation is that the last under- 
taker's assistant to leave the tomib 
had scooped his hand in jusi as they 
were loa.vlng the tomb for the last 
time.

In the Kgyp- 
tlnn field, .-i knowledge of the ancient 
languages. Greek tind j^aiin is ex- 
treme;'y dcairabic and Egyptian in- 
dispensable, (lennaii French, Cicoio- 
gy. Mathematics, History, l-'ine ArtH 
and even Music and A.slronomy I 
imagliu', wouJd lit" u.sefiil. Tt Is not 
necessary ilL-jt a iiiaii m us I liave ,i 
knowledge of thf, higher braiiehe-i of 
these subjects but he ^iiiust have 
enough to reCognl'.!e the «rharacter of 
the questloni; whicli arise and tn se- 
lect the propel' research men t" be 
conHUlted in regard to them.

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PREJUDICE 

The prejudice of the common run of people is not so much 
ngainst the men who jlhink differently from itself as against the 
one who feels differently, and still oftencr it is against the in- 
dividual who is different in appearance. The grcalesl prejudice in 
jlhe world is found not in ihc circles of the learned where opinions 
are widely cjiver.sc, but among religious sects where real differences 
are superficial and minor disagreements prodiBiously exaggerated, 
Or where prejudice is even more bitter, amounting often to hatred, 
where people of different racer* congregate General opinion, 
while it may not view with favour the man who entertains philo- 
sophies and idca.i contrary to its own, nevciTlheleBs treats him with 
restraint and charity. But the man whose emotions differ radically 
from llio.sc of llie people, whose feclinKs have not beejn tuned to 
the same pitch, of him the public makes short shrifjt. He who 
differs on grounds of reason is calmly ranked in the category of 
fools; but llic man whose emotional reaction does not coincide 
. with that of the- public is reviled' and spat upon, rated as a danger- 
, i#f^'bus character, and held up. ito scorn as a living example, of a per- 
verted mind. 

"Passion and prejudice govern the world," said John Wesley. 
I "only under the name of reason." It is only by working on public 
; ' sentiment that any mass action on the pari of a large body of 
people can be brought about. During the war propaganda was at 
the root of mosjl of the so-called' patriotism that thrilled the 
; country. History .shows that attempts at reform have generally re 
' suited first in a \vidcsprcad wave of opposition to the initiator of 
the reform as a self-satisfied public rebelled at beiing awakened 
f/om its stale of lethargy, and then in an. equally widespread 
" support of it as public sentiment became aroused. Reason may 
• r have been the initiafor, but emotion has always provided the 
! urge. Prejudice for or against a movement carries more- weight 
_lhan does rational consideration. 
% i In university circles one would except to find prejudice }east 
l^lf- ^noticeable. Development of the intellect should jten3, if not : to a 
\te' iiBub'iordinatib^ of the emotions, at least to a control of them. And 
j;,to a certain extent this is |lrue. None are more coldly scientific in 
their treatment of abstruse subjects than are college studonts, none 
mtJ're eager to sacrifice preconceptions to the search for (truth. But ; 
let the search for truth. But let the problem approach their 
persons, make it a matter of immediate concern, and as the tidal 
bore sweeps down jlhe flood gates, so will prejudice break down 
all the barriers of self control built up by education, and leave 
them as helpless as an uncultured mob under the sway of a soap- 
box orator.
